Pine, who is known all over Europe and the 
United States as one of the smooth- 
est confidence men in tne business, 
is at the Wundsor: hotel at the point 
of death. He has been reduced to

Frank Pine is a Frenchman, and, like most 
of that race, is noted for his gentlemanly ap- 
pearance and manners. He was for- 
merly a friend of Joe Arnold before 
he associated with such men as Jobo 
Ball, Long McCord, and Lute Adams. In 


Denver he worked what is known as the 


“overissue,”’ making a deal for a few hun- 
dred dollars worth of counterfeit money and 
palming off on the would-be speculatora 
quantitv of old paper. 

One of his most notorious transactions was 
the sale about five years ago of a mine in the 
Leadville district which was worth practically 
nothing to London speculators tor $35,000 or

FASTEST MAN-OF-WAR OF THIS COUNTRY. 


A Splendid Showing Made by the Baliti- 
more on Her Trial Trip.

other of His Reckless Jumps. 

MontReat, Que., Sept. 15.—[Special.|— 
Harry Howard, otherwise known as Prof. 
Peynaud. juinved from a tower 150 feet high 
tonight in this city in the presence of 1,500 
people. At the foot of the tower a netting 
was stretched, and underneath the netting 
was a heavy canvas hela by ten men. Pey- 
naud went to the top of the tower. placed his 
hands close to his side, and jumped, at the 

ame time shouting to the men to keepa 
good hold of the canvas. 

Not being used to the work several of the 
men let go and started off on a run. A cry 
ot horror went up from the spectators. 
Peynaud went through the ropes with a 
crash, picked himself up, and started to walk 


away. A moment later, however, he fell in’ 


a faint. An ambulance was summoned and he 
was conyeyed to the city hospital, where it 
Was found that one arm and five ribs bad 
been broken and he had sustained internal 
injuries. The hospital authorities say it.will 
be impossible for him to recover. 

The tower from which Peynaud was in tne 
habit of jumping is simply a square frame- 
work of slender scantiing. It is about twenty 
feet square at the base, and slopes to less 
than half that size at the top, where two 
large tiags, one French and the other Amer- 
ican, Wave ail the time. There are no plat- 
forms on the tower except the one on top, 
and the only means of ascent is by cleats 
nailed upon the corner beams, projecting on 
each side of the timber, and about a foot 
apart all the way up. 

In front of the bottom of the tower area 
number of stout posts, arranged to hold about 


pten feet from the ground a strong net fifteen 


feet wide by forty-eight feet long. The net 
is like those used in circuses, and has a large 
piece of stout canvas stretched in the center. 
By means of puileys and strong ropes the net 
is stretched taut before every jump. 
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PEYNAUD’S THRILLING DESCENT. 

There is norailing around the platform on 
top of the tower, but on the front there are 
two small rails, looking as though they be- 
longed to the beginning of a gangplank lead- 
ing off into space. Peynaud stood at the 
edge of the platform between these rails 
with a hand upon each, and bended far over. 
Slowly he leaned further down, seemed to 
tremble for a moment in balance, and then 
toppled over, straightened, out and shot down- 
ward, head first, with frightful speed. His 
red legs waved in the air & little, but he dia 
not go over until about fifteen or twenty feet 
before he reached the net. Then his legs 
fell away from the tower, and tne next in- 
stant he thumped into the canvas strip in the 
net flat upon his back, with his shoulders 
bearing most of the shock. 

_AN INTERESTING HISTORY. 

Peynaud came to this country on other 
business than jumpmg. His jumping was 
merely an incidental feature of his visit 40 
the United States. Forty-five years ago Pey- 
naud’s uncle, Antonio Trén, died at Balti- 
more, owning some property which has since 
become quite valuable. Four heirs, Bap- 
tiste, his brother, his sister, and his aunt, 
were livingin France. They were adver- 
tised for, but it was many years before the 
advertisements came to their notice, and 
meantime the estate had passed into other 
hands. Sixteen years ago Buptiste’s brother 
came to Baltimore and began a fightto re- 
gain the estate, which he has continued ever 
since, living in Baltimore all the time. A long 
time ago he made Baptiste promise that if the 
time ever came when his personal presence 
was necessary to the vrosecution of the suit 
he would come to America. Baptiste had 
been jumping in Brazii for two years until 
recently when the summons came from his 
brother, The suits progressed finely, his 
brother said, and it was nearly certain that 
the ultimate decision would be in favor of 
tune heirs. The value of the estate was so 
many millions that it made Baptiste dizzy 
just to think of it. Meanwhile Baptiste's 
signature was necessary to some papers, and 
he must come to Baitimore, his brother 
wrote. Baptiste, minatul of his promise, 
shook Brazilian dust from his feet and came 
to the United States. 

He has been jumping and swinging on 
trapezes for fourteen years. Although this 
was his first visit to America, he had trav- 
elea all over Europe with various circuses. 
He was one of the company that traveled as 


Le Ferrando Fréres, performing on tne trap., 


eze. It was famous in Europe, until one day 
Peynaud, in Berlin, in performing some 
feat, dislocated his arm. Prof. Berg- 
man, the famous Berlin surgeon who 
punched canulas and things into the late Em- 
peror’s throat, fixed the arm, but the opera- 
tion was not a great success, and Peynaud 
nad to guit trapese work. He had always 
mixed a good deal ot jumping or diving with 
his feats, and when he found that his afm 
had gone wrong he began to devote himself 
entirely to that brauch of athletics. He 
achieved remarkable success, and was soon 
springing from towers higher than any 
one before him had ever dreamed of attempt- 
ing. One day bis net was improperly ad- 
justed, end when he landed in it he was 
thrown sidewise instead of straight 
up. He was only a little hurt, and when he 
got about he was surprised to find that his 
lame arm was as good as new. The accident 
had performed the operation in which the 
surgeon had failed, and never since that time 
had he had any trouble with his arms.

THROUGH THE NIAGARA GORGE. 


Perilous Trip Made by Walter Campbell in 


the Precence of Mavy. 

NraGara FAs, N. V., Sept. 15.— [Special.] — 
During the last week great interest has been 
manifested here in regard to the probability 
of Walter G. Campbell of Youngstown, N. 
V., making the trip he had announced 
through the rapids of Niagara gorge below 
the falls. Many contended that he dare not 
do it, while others held that he wanted tne 
authorities to stop him. All the surmises 
proved incorrect. He was left free to battle 
With the waters of the terrible channel and 
he did not back out, the result being that the 
prettiest trip ever made through the madden- 
ing waters of the gorge was witnessed by 
thousands of people this afternoon. 

Early this morning Campbell went down 
the bank and remained in hiding until after- 
noon, fearing arrest. No officers interfered 
with the carrying out of the plan, and about 
8 o’clock ne donned his cork suit preparatory 
to the voyage. This suit is nothing more 
than two life preservers in one canvas cover- 
ing. There are sixteen pieces of cork, tive 
inches wide, fourteen inches long, and one 
inch thick. This was bound about his waist 
beneath the armpits, and padded well with 
cotton between it amd his body. Straps 
passed over his legs and shoulders. He had 
decided to make the trip in a way it has never 
before been done. All previous navigators 
have been towed to midstream and then set 
free, but Campbeil’s plan was different. 

|? IN THE SWIFT CURRENT. 

At 3:20 p. m. he pulled out from the old 
Maid of the Mist tanainge in a clinker boat 
with a cocker spaniel dog asa companion, 
around which was also fastened a life pre- 
server. 

The dock from which the start was made 
is about 500 yards above the rapids. Camp- 
bell pulled a steady, unflinching stroke, and 
there was no evidence of weakening. At 
3:26 p. m. he shipped his oars in midstream 
above the ranids, and, using one as a paddle, 
steered the boat in the current while stand- 
ing upright in the craft. It was a pretty 
sight. Like an arrow the current carried 
the boat into the mountainovs waves. The 
first, second, and third breakers were passed 
withont capsizing, Campbell crouching in 
the bottom and holding fast to the sides. All 
were astonished. It was evident that he wag 
athorough boatman. 


As the craft and its daring pe ty es ay 


carried high upon the huge wave in front of 
Buttery’s elevator Campbell and the dog 
were both thrown out aud were left to battle 
with the deathdealing waters, unprotected 
by the boat, which sped on ahead. 
SPECTATORS SPELLBOUND. 

It was an awful moment for the spectators, 
who lined the bridge and bank by the thou- 
sands; Death seemed the inevitable resuit 
for Campbell. Occasionally glimpses of him 
were had as every mow and then he was 
tossed in sight, but the treatment of tne 
waves was terrible, they fairly seemed 
to vie with one another im efforts te knock 
the daring fellow’s life out. | 

At 3:32 p. m. he was seen to enter the pool. 
The current carried him right across the 
center toward the north shore, where he 
tried to land, but the current was too strong, 
and he was carried around the pool to the 
point near the elevator. It was plainly 
visible that he was still alive, but a new 
danger presented itself here. The water has 
been low in the river, and large quantities of 
driftwood, logs, timber, trees, roots, etc., 
have gathered in the pool. Right it the 
midst of these the current carried him, 
and it seemed impossible for him to escape 
alive. More than once huge timbers were 
raised above his head, and he was forced to 
dodge their fall and battle them away. 

Once free, strong strokes carried him to 
the shore, where eager hands aided him to 
land. Stimulants were administered, and he 
was hurried to the hotel, where he was cared 
for.

Upon to Digperse the Crowd. 


The parishioners of St. Josaphat’s Polish 
Roman Catholic church, at Belden avenue 
and Ward street, were indignant and excited 
Saturday night over what they regarded as 
a priestly interference with their rights as 
American citizens and their privileges as 
members of the Catholic church. They 
gathered in front of the church building to 


time it was feared they would commit acts of 
violence. A detail of police under Lieut. 
Barcel from the Halsted street station suc- 
ceeded in preventing any outbreak. The 
trouble, which has been brewing some time 
culminated in a change of priests. 

There is a parochial school connected with 
the church, but many of the members pre- 
ferred sending their children to the public 
schools. Great pressure was brought to bear 
on them to induce them tochange their minds. 
Father Kolowski, wno had been the priest 
in charge for anumber of years, sided with his 

‘parishioners. He was removed a week ago 
and sent to Lemont, the priest there 
coming to take his place. This one also 
was inclined to side with the peo 
ple, and Saturday he was supplanted 
by Father Lange, who came from the Thir- 
ty-second street church. It was evening be- 
fore the parishioners heard of the new 
change. They at once jumped to the conclu- 
sion that he had been sent to compel them to 
take their children from the public schools, 
and as the news traveled the crowd began to 
gather about the church and residence of the 
priest. 

THE SISTERS FRIGHTENED. 

The six sisters who taught in the parochial 
school came in for the strongest denuncia- 
tions, and tnere was much loud talk of 
foreing them to leave the building. When 
the police arrived at 9 o’clock they found the 
sisters much frightened and ready to move 
out. They said their tives had been threat- 
ened. They were finally induced to remain. 
The crowd was not dispersed until afver mid- 
night. 

The church is a three story building. One 
floor is used as an orphan asylum and as 
quarters for the sisters; another is used for 
school purposes, and the third as the audi 
torium. When the Lemont priest took 
charge a week ago yesterday he 
made objection to the liberty allowed 
some of the orphans. He was told 
by the sisters in charge that he 
was in America, and that the children would 
be allowed ali proper liberties. The infrac- 
ition complained of incensed the parishioners 

nd increased the bitterness against the sis- 
ters. 

Father Lange, who took charge Saturday, 
it was thought would be interfered with yes- 
terday, but nothing occurred at any of the 
services. The Lemont priest cele- 
brated early mass, and Father 
conducted high mass at 
10 o’elock. The latter also officiated at 
vespers, and although there was a large con- 
gregation there was nothmg to indicate 
trouble save the subdued excitement of the 
worshipers. ' 

MONEY TROUBLES ALSO, 

Behind the objection to sending the chil- 
dren to the parochial school there is trouble 
growing out of money matters, and in this 
connection Father Simon Darzynski, 
pastor of St. Stanislaus Kostka's church, 
at Noble and Ingraham streets, comes in 
for a good deal of censure. The story is that 
he tried to muke St. Josaphat’s church pay 
some of the bills of his own church; and that 
when Father Kolowski and the Lemont 
priest objected he first secured the removal 
of Kolowski, and then that of the father 
from Lemont. These removals were obtained 
through Archbishop Feehan, and when a 
committee of the most influential members of 
the church waited on the archbishop 
and asked that Father Kolowsk1 
be reinstated he refused on the ground that 
the change having been ordered it would not 
be good policy to do anything further. 

The arrival of Father Lange only made 
matters worse, and when Father Darzynski 
showed himself atthe parish home, No. 228 
Southport avenue, yesterday, he was hooted 
at bya small crowd of roughlooking men 
standing near. A force of policemen 
guarded the church all day yesterday, but 
as it was reported during the afternoon that 
a temporary settlement had been made there 
were no disturbances. Father Lange re- 
mains in possession, but unless the sisters 
go or Father Kolowski 1s returned there will 
be more trouble. 

It could not be definitely ascertained last 
night how the west side priest was concerned 
in St. Josaphat’s money matters, but 1t seems 
that his seniority as a priest gave him some 
direction in the finances.

The schooner Welcome, fromm Charleston, 
Sept. 12, reports having spoxen, in latitude 
37° '. longitude 74° 70’, the three masted 
schooner James S. Lowell of Bath, Me. The 
Lowell was dismasted and fullof water. An 
American bark was lying to taking off the 
crew. 

The 2 Daniel T. Tenney of Newbury- 
port, which came up after a passage of 127 
days from Calcutta, reports that on the 13tn, 
fifty miles soutneast of Fire isiand. she 
spoke the brik Mary Bartlett, from Turk's 
island.

The officers of the exposition say it was the 
efficient service rendered by Fire Marshal O’ Mal 
ley that saved the building and most of its con- 
tents from total destruction. When the flames 
leaped to the roof and caught in the rafters they 
believed that the building was doomed; but 
O'Malley, who tor several years had charge 
of the fire company that is detailed to guard the 
exposition, and who is thoroughly familiar with 
every part of the building, scaled the roof, 
chopped away with his own hands the galvanized 
iron povering, and, by attaching three lengths of 
hose to the standpipe that runs to the top of the 
dome, reached the flames and extinguished 
them. Had tne fire ever secured a headway in 
the roof, which is constructed of pine board, 
sheathed on the outside with iron, the entire 
structure would have surely burned. 

A walk through the great building yesterday 
showed how panic stricken was the big crowd 
that was inside when the fire broke out, Hun- 
dreds of windows were bereft of glass and even 
sash and great oaken doors, barred with iron 
and hung tne Te steel hinges, were totn from 
theit hangings and almost battered into splin- 
ters. When it is considered that at no time was 
any person in the building in the slightest dan- 
ger and that every one could easily have gotten 
out at the main entrance, the frantic assaults on 
the ¢losed exits and the mad rush through the 
windows are laughable. 

To illustrate the panicky condition of the crowa 


at the first sight of a blaze, the hundred or more | 


persons who were in the lunch room at the ex- 


| treme south end of the building picked up 


tables, chairs, and beer kegs and flung them 
violently through the windows. The lunch 
room is in what lormerly was the conservatory 
and is almost entirely constructed of glass. 
There is hardly a whole pane left, and yet at no 
time were the flames within 200 feet of that end 
of the building. At the north end the windows 
and doors a block distant from the fire were 
smashed to pieces. 

The usual fire incident of throwing babies and 
mirftors out of upper windows, and carrying 
feather beds down the staircases occurred in the 
west gallery when an exhibiter named Hill, who 
had a fine display of minerals, picked up his 
glass showcase and huried the entire collection 
over the railing. The showcase caught on an 
electric light wire, and part of it remained until 
taken down yesterday by the workmen. Imme- 
diately opposite his stand were two young 
ladies who had charge of ai jewelry 
display. Hearing the cry of fire 
left the jewelry and cash drawer unprotected, 
ran down the stairs, passed by the main en- 
— bel and rushing to the extreme north ena of 


the building they seized a carriage pole, smashed 
the entire sash of a window, and plunged through 
the opening into the Ilmois Central ratiroad 
trucks. After the-fire was out they came back, 
and found their stock and money in charge ofa 
poli¢eman. Nothing had been touched.

THE MARKET SHORT OF OYSTERS, 


One of the Effects of the Great Storm on 
the Atiantic Seaboard, 


The disastrous storm along the Atlantic coast 
has almost caused a famine in the oyster mar- 
ket. For nearly two weeks the fishermen have 
been unable to reach the beds, and the tem pestu- 
ous seas have played sail havoc with the fishing 
fleets. Such boats as were able to reach a port 
of safety have since been stormbound, and not 
an oyster or clam is coming into the market. 
This condition of affairs is playing the mischief 
with supply depots and oyster houses in Chicago, 
all of which are running so short that unless 
fresh stock comes in today some of them will be 
compelled to turn their patrons away hungry. 
Rector says he has got enough to last two days 
longer, but the New York house 
that supphes him has sent notice that 
he will have to look elsewhere unless the boats 
soon bring in fresh stock. Race Bros.’ supply 
men have ceased shipping, and they have been 
compelled to pick up sub stock as they could 
ket umong local dealers. The Chicago oyster 
house is receiving shipments, but their orders 
have been cut down one-half, and are likely to 
stop entirely. At the Boston their re- 
belpts have been greatly reduced, but as 
they were fortunate ehough to have a large 
supply on hand they have so far been able to 
take care of their trade. The wholesale depots 
in the city have run so short that they have been 
compelled to cut off the shipments to most of 
their country customers Now that the storm 
has abated the fishermen will be able to go to 
work, but there are fears that the raging waters 
have covered sume of the most prolific oyster 
beds with mud and that the oysters have been 
smothered. This happened at Shrewsbury two 
years ago.

Secretary of Agriculture Jeremiah Rusk's va- 
cation ends today and tomorrow he again takes 
up his duties.

Tomorrow evening the entire party uin go to 
St. Joseph. Mo., where the secretary makes a 
speech at the exposition, and then proceed on a 
tour of the sorghum sugur factories of Kansas, 
visiting six or eight of these in different parts of 
the state. and returning to Washington directly 
by way of Cincinonatu. The secretary wants to 
look into the sorghum business himself. 

It is an industry we are fostering,” he says, 
“and we are going to make it a success. Last 
year Fort Scott made 800,000 pounds at a profit. 
The reason we continue governmentul inspec- 
tion of this thing is that we want to find the 
cheapest way of making the sugar.

Secretary Rusk laughed when he was told that

I put my foot in it when I said I was for Chicago 
for the exposition.

A NORTHER DRIVES VESSELS TO SHELTER 


The Lumber Fleet Find Refuge at Grand 
Haven—General Marine News, 

GRAND HAVEN, Mich., Sept. 15.—The wind 
shifting to the northwest early this morning 
obliged the schooners A. B. McDonald, Lena 
Behn, Jessie Martin, A. B. Moore, and Condor 
to run into this port for safety. The fleet arrived 
off Muskegon soon after daylight. The Condor 
had her mainmast sprung and lost forty-five 
fathoms of chain and anchor. She narrowly 
escaped going on the beach. 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Sept. 15.—[Special.] 
—The steambarge V. Swain, aground at Pointe 
aux Pines for the last twenty-four hours, was re- 
leased this forenoon after lightering 150 tons of 
ore. During the high northwest wind prevailing 
today the steambarge Iron State and consort, 
upbound. grounded in the flats. As both are 
light there may be trouble in releasing them. 
There are twenty-five steamers and consorts 
weatherbound between this port and Whitefish 
point. The wind is northwest, blowing a gale. 

BUFFALO, N. V., Sept. 15.—After blowing for 
two weeks from the east and northeast the wind 
tonight veered to the southwest and blew strong. 
The water raised two feet in half an hour. The 
steel steamer Viking left for Chicago. 


At Port Huron the wind registered eighteen 
miles an hour from the north at 7 o'clock last 
night, while at Marquette it was fourteen miles 
an hour from the northwest. Cautionary signals 
were displayed on Lake Erie and Lake Ontario. 


Will Be an Important Witness.

The inconvenience of the present 
name given American representatives abroad 
is thus stated by Chauncey M. Depew: 


Americans at home look with contempt upon 
the distinction between ambassadors and minis- 
ters, and Congréss has refused to make our min- 
isters ambassadors. The pragtical working of 
this from a business point of view is, that if a 
party of Americans should be arrested and im- 
prisoned in France upon some misunderstanding 
as to their character, and the American minister 
arrived at the foreign office to secure their re- 
lease, and should find there the ambassacor from 
Hayti, the colored gentleman would go in first. 
If before the Huaytian came out the Turkish am- 
bassador arrived he would goin next, and this 
might be kept up for days before the minister of 
the United States could get an audience behind 
the procession of ambassadors. 


Perhaps the next Congress will have more 
gumption than its predecessor and will see 
that the retention of the title of minister is a 
sign of childish weakness rather than of re- 
publican common sense. Cail American 
representatives abroad princes or cardinals 
if it . them in the doing of their duty. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The conviction is growing in business cir- 
cles that the country is on the eve of an era 
of prosperity which, in its benefits, will equal 
and perhaps surpass the “good times“ of 
1879.82. The belief is well grounded. There 
are no unfavorable signs in sight that are 
worthy of notice. The iron market, which is 
povularly regarded as the test of all, is ad- 
vancing in the tace of largely increased pro- 
duction and despite the fact that the rail- 
roads, once the leading consumers, are now 
practically out of the market. No advance 
in the price of iron is needed to prove that 
the industries of the land are active. The 
mere fact that the consumption of iron is 
going on at an unprecedented rate is suf- 
ficient. The price, as has frequently been 
pointed out, is kept down by the increased 
cheapness of production, and is not so good 
an index of the condition of the market as 
is the volume of sales. The iron market has 
been ia a heaithful state for some months, 
and now other mark are rapidly failing 
into line, even the stock market, the most 
fickie and unreliable of all, having developed 
more strength of late than it had possessed 
for two years. 

It is a good time for businessmen to con- 
sider the causes of the present upward move- 
ment. It will be easy enough a few years 
hence, with all the statistics of trade and 
manufactures before us, to point out why 
business picked up in 1889, or to moralize ef- 
fectively on the blunders which led to a col- 
lapse or decline. But the key of the situa- 
tion must be found now if any practical use 
is to be made of it. It will be only a historical 
curiosity after tne lock which it fits has been 
broken. 

If the causes of the prosperity which set 
in with the resumption of specie payments 
had been as well understood ai the time as 
they are now the industrial and commercial 
interests of the country might have been 
saved the severe shock they suffered in 1884. 
Businessmen were then feeding on false 
hopes and theories. They attributed their 
sudden prosperity to the restoration of the 
specie basis and to the country’s recovery of 
the strength it had lost in the fever of 1873. 
The principal cause was overlooked, or 
rather was regardéd as one of the effects of 
the general improvement. It is known now 
that the railroads in the four years follow- 
mg 1879 spent over one billion dollars in the 
construction of new lines. The distribution 


tures directiy induced by it through the im- 
petus given to migration and the upbuilding 
of new towns, gave a powerful stimulus to 
trade and industry in all parts of the coun- 
try. This stimulus was withdrawn in 1854, 
and manufacturers and merchants, who had 
made preparations for an increasing demand, 
suddenly found their warehouses stocked 
with goods which the public were unable to 
buy, consumption having declined rather 
than increased. : 

The same process was repeated on a 
smaller scale in 1885 and 1886, when trade in 
the western states was wonderfully boomed 
by the tourist expenditures of the railway 
builder, Then, just as in 1880, the prophets 
were crying that the country had at last 
struck its gait’? and was destined to go 
forward and upward without a fall. But the 
construction of new roads ceased with 1886 
and the tollowing years were flat. It had 
been an artificial boom, and it collapsed the 
moment the stimulus was withdrawn. 

Whatever underlies the present improve- 
ment in trade it is certainly not due to rail- 
way construction, and it is not at all likely 
that business witli receive any impetus dur- 
ing the pext few years from this source. 
Railway shareholders have made up their 
minds that their bread cannot be buttered 
that way. This is a fortumate thing for the 
country. The prosperity that comes from 
excessive railroad building must always be 
most dangerous, for it must always end sud 
denly. 

So far as can now be determined the lead- 
ing cause of the present improvement is in- 
dustrial in character. The productive in- 
dustries in all their varied forms are the fa- 
vorites of capital now, just as the railroads 
were ten years ago. Where one investor 
buys railway stocks a hundred are putting 
their money into mines, buildings, refineries, 
breweries, gas plants, and other mar ufact- 
uring enterprises. The operations of trusts, 
thus far successful, have won the support of 
home and foreign capitalists, and the process 
of industrial mobilization promises to spread 
over the whole field of producuon unless 
checked by national legislation. The inter- 
state commerce law, by restoring the nat- 
ural handicap to the old factories of the east, 
bas torced manufacturers to come westward 
and erect their plants near the western 
consumers. Speculation is following in the 
weko of productive capital. Industrial

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businessmen are not disappointed in ehote 
present hopes it is pretty certain that the 
next period of active trade wili be known 
in history as the industrial revival of 1890 
and its benefits should be greater and more 
lasting thap any that resulted from the rail- 
way builders’ boom of 1880. 


THE GRAND RAPIDS POSTOFFICE MUDDLE. 

The Graud Rapids (Mich.) postoffice, ad- 
ministered by Mr. James Blair, prior to the 
November diection in 1888 a spoils Democrat, 
but since that time an alleged civil service 
reformer, apparently in order to hold on to 
his office until the expiration of his term, is 
in a kettle of hot water. The case has be- 
come a celebrated one and is figuring in the 
newspapers. east and west, owing to the 
zeal with which the mugwump WJation, the 
spoils organ the New York Star, and other 
mugwump and Democratic sheets have come 
to the defetise of Mr. Blair against grave and 
well supported charges affecting his admin- 
istration of the office. 

The ginal charge intimated that Blair, in 
collusion with F. H. Hudson, the chief vlerk 
of the railway mail service, was a party to 
the levying of political contributions upon 
employés. This charge was vigorously de- 
nied by both these gentiemen, but the civil 
service commission investigated the 
charges. Hudson was removed, but Blair re- 
mains in possession of the office, and since 
that time he and the other Democrats in 
Grand Rapids have been seeking to fasten 
the responsibility for this violation of the 
civil service laws upon Hudson, for whose 
actions Blair is not liable. They have gone 
even further than this, and in a communica- 
tion to the Mat ion, ritten by F. W. Ball, ed- 
itor of the Grand Rapids Democrat, it is set 
forth that Blair has scrupulously followed 
the letter and spirit of the law since his ap- 
pointment 4nd that changes have only been 
made to fili vacancies caused by resignations 
or removals for cause. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, for the veracity of the Democratic edi- 
tor’s statement, it has called out a card 
signed by seven ex-employés of the office, 
every one of whom was notified by the 
postmaster that his resignation would be ac- 
cepted although his work was personally 
satisfactory, and in each case informed that 
his politics was the sole reason for asking his 
resignation. 

As the matter stands, therefore, Mr. Blair, 
the civil service reform postmaster, is at 
least still tainted with the suspicion of hav- 
ing levied political contributions upon his 
employés and convicted upon good and suffi- 
cient testimony of having discharged em- 
ployés solely for political reasons, which is 
contrary both to the letter and spirit of the 
eivil service laws, of which he professes to 
be an advo¢ate, and in accordance with the 
provisions ef which he claims to have admin- 
istered his office. In all this there is cer- 
tainly good and sufficient reason for making 
a thorough investigation of the conduct of 
the Grand Rapids postoffice, and should such 
an investigation be held Mr. Hudson, the dis- 
charged chief clerk of the railway mail serv- 
ice, would be a competent and perhaps an 
important witness. If the charges alleged 
are true Mr. Blair should be compelled to let 
go his cluteh upon the office, for being a Dem- 
ocrat he will move heaven and earth to keep 
it until the close of his term. Few Demo- 
erats die and none resign. They have to be 
choked off. If there were no other reason 
for proceeding in this case the prompt con- 
version of Blair from spoils jobbery to the 
most angelic eonditions of civil service re- 
form after the election of Mr. Harrison should 
arouse the gravest suspicion. No bourbon 
ever yet became a civil service reformer vol- 
untarily. The Democracy hates and despises 
the reform, Let the Grand Rapids postoffice 
be thoroughly ventilated.

Tur TRIBUNE’s reply to the News and 
Courier should be prefaced with the statement 
that Sim Coy, a local Democratic leader and 
alderman in Indianapolis, was convicted of 
stuffing ballotboxes and sent to the peniven- 
tiary. His place in the council was retained 
for him and his salarv was paid during his 
incarceration. Since his release he has 
taken the leadership of his party again, upon 
the invitation of the Democrats, who pro- 
pose to renpminate and reélect him as a jus- 
tification of his conduct. The News and Cou- 
rier, in the course of its comments, says: 

We are informed by THe TRIBUNE that Mr. 
Coy was cléarly proved to be guilty, and thet he 
was senten¢ed to the penitentiary by a Demo- 
cratic judge, But in na way does our contempo- 
rary allude to the fact that this ex-convict, 
whose present candidacy for office is * prejudi- 
* cial to public | morals and to ordinary honesty 
“and decenty,’ was released from prison upon a 
pardon granted by President Harrison. 

The pardon was unwisely granted by the 
President about twenty-four hours before 
the expiration of his term, in order to save 
his citizenghip, just as Gov. Fifer reieased 
Joe Mackin. The Democrats of Indianapolis 
and of tha whole state pleaded with the 
President for this pardon, and they were re- 
inferced by some Republicans who did not 
dream that he would resume his political 
leadership, or that the Democracy would 
justify his crime. To this pressure the 
President unwisely yielded. Had he known 
the outcome, however, Sim Coy would have 
finished his term, and his own state would 
have been spared the disgraceful spectacle 
which is now presented. The News and 
Courer further says: 


We have go doubt that Mr. Coy ought to be in 
the penitentiary, and thathe represents a dis- 
reputable element of his party, but we contend 
that Mr. Coy should be punished because he is a 
ballotbox stuffer and not because be is a Demo- 
vat.

In striking coutrast to the 
alleged purpose of this investigation they 
now renominate and propose to reélect this 
convict bailotbox stuffer, whose office they 
refused to declare vacant while he was in 
the penitentiary, to his old position. A simi- 
lar justification and indorsement of ballot- 
box stuffing cannot be found in the records 
of municipal polities in this country. 

Even if all that the News and Courier al- 
leges were true, upon what other basis than 
that of sheer effrontery and the most glaring 
inconsistency does this Democratic organ of 
South Carolina talk about ‘‘ Satan rebuking 
sin“? We modestly but firmly submit that 
by ballotbox frauds of tne most glaring de- 
scription the Democrats of South Carolina 
have utterly wiped out a Republican major- 
ity ot 20,000 and piled up a Democratic ma- 
jority of 52,000, and that when by the most 
ridiculous gerrymander ever known they 
had converted the large majority of the Re- 
publicans into one district, in which it was 
conceded there were 32,000 Republicans and 
7,000 Democrats, by the worst combination 
of frauds ever known in this country that 
district was returned us Democratic in spite 
of its legitimate 25,000 Republican majority! 
The News and Courier is the organ of the 
party which has done this work. We sub- 
mit that ordinary shame should induce it to 
keep silence on tnis matter. 


THE CANADIAN RECIPROCITY QUESTION. 

The senate committee on Canadian rela- 
tions has been taking testimony in Bos- 
ton. Various merchants have testified, and 
nearly all of them favor a reciprocity treaty, 
though, as might have been expected, their 
views are more or less colored by the indus- 
tries in which they are interested. Mean- 
while the Massachusetts Tariff Reform league 
has issued a statement of its views. It sets 
forth mat the political union of the two 
countries is impossible at present, that com- 
mercial union with a common tariff against 
all other countries and a common internal 
revenue system of taxation with an equita- 
dle division of receipts is also impossible, and 
that the only resources left for securing 
closer trade relations is a treaty of reciproci- 
ty, admitting some or all of the products of 
either country free of duty. 

The despair of the trade relations between 
the United States and Canada is the hostility 
of the tory government to any arrangement 
which can be made which is not wholly in 
favor of Canada. A reportof our consul at 
Ottawa printed elsewhere sbows that Cana- 
da’s natural and niost profitable market is in 
the United States, and that in 1888 she sold 
to this country goods showing an excess in 
value of half a million dollars over her sales 
to England. ‘“ One-half the exports of Can- 
ada of lumber and other forest products.“ 
says the consul, over three-fourths of the 
minerals, two-thirds of her agricultural prod- 
ucts, nearly one-half of her fish, 40 per cent 
of her manufactured articles, and practical- 
ly all of the miscellaneous products are 
disposed of in the United States.” And yet 
in the face of this the tory government is 
hostile and always has been to the adoption 
of equitable trade relauions with this country. 
They kick at every proposition to 
assimilate tariffs or revenue, at every 
proposition for commercial union, and 
at every proposition which involves 
the admission of our manufactured 
goods. They want us to take their agricult- 
ural and mineral products and magnani- 
mously offerin return reciprocity on prod- 
ucts of ours that they don’t want. They 
want to make a market for Canadian prod- 
ucts in thiscountry and shut us out from 
Canada. They want reciprocity in the 
natural products of the two countries, which 
would be of no value to us, as we have no 
natural products that tney are desirous of 
having. Such a jughandled reciprocity as 
this it is useless to discuss. We had ali the 
experience of this kind that we desire be- 
tween 1855 and 1866. Such a reciprocity as 
this is just as impossibie from the American 
point of view as commercial union is from 
the tory. This country will make no treaty 
with them which allows them to tax Ameri- 
can manufactures, or that will give them 
the run of our markets without interfering 
with the British manufacturers. There is but 
one alternative left. The Qanadians must 
either assimilate their tariff to ours and 
have the run of our markets with absolute 
tree trade or they must expect the same 
commercial restrictions which we impose on 
other countries. Perhaps they will come to 
that some day, and meanwhile the United 
States will wait until they ask for it. No 
propositaon will be considered which does 
not provide fora trade as unrestricted as 
that which now exists between the states 
of the union. 


NEW CUSTOMHOUSE FOR NEW YORK. 

After long and bitter wrangles among the 
merchants, politicians, and speculators of 
New York city the Secretary of tne Treas- 
ury has selected a site for the new custom- 
house building to take the piace of the pres- 
ent one, which is too small and cramped to 
accommodate the business of thecity. Itis 
conceded on all hands that a new custom- 
house is needed. The people of that city 
have been demanding it for years. It-wiil 
probably not be questioned that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has made his decision 
according to the law. Of necessity the new 
building must involve an immense expendi- 
ture of money, and no class of people would 
make more fuss than the people of New York 
if it did not. And yet the decision of the 
Secretary is no sooner made than the New 
York Herald announces with flaming head- 
lines that it is “ the inauguration of a gigan- 
tic political scheme to insure New York state 
casting a Republican electoral vote in the 


next Presidential election by the lavish ex- | 


penditure of money for new federal build- 
ipgs in this city.“ Was there ever a more 
stupid exhibition.of partisan madness than 
this? For years New York has demanded 
this new building and begged of Congress to 
make a generous appropriation. When it is 
made and the Secretary of the Treasury does 
his duty under the law, then it 1s charged 
that it is a political scheme, although the 
work cannot be finished until long after the 
next Presidential election. But what would 
the Herald have? What does it want done? 
If the erection of one public building is 
a partisan scheme, then the erection 


of every other one is. If, as the Herald 


claims, their erection is partisan, what re- 
mains but to abolish the system? If the 
erection of postofiices and customhouses is 
partisan, then of course nothing remains but 
to abolish the postal and revenue systems. 
That is the reductio ad absurdum of the 
Herai@’s argument. But what are the facts

THE Wool. MEN AND THE WOOLEN MEN 
FALLING OUT. 

Columbus Delano's last threat on behalf of 
the southwestern wool growers against the 
woolen manufacturers of New Eugland shows 
an ugly feeling growing up between interests 
that have combined heretofore to have im- 
ported wool heavily taxed in ali its forms. 
Answering the demand of the manufacturers 
for cheaper wool Delano and his followers 
threaten if their “protection” is impaired 
to turn free traders also and go in for a re- 
veal of the tariff duties on woolen goods. As 
the New York Tribune says, Delano and his 
followers serve notice that reduction or re- 
moval of duties on raw wool will mean 
reduction or removal of duties on man- 
ufactured products of wool.” it can- 

not be denied that the Delano men have 
suffered considerable provocation and have 
a right to teel that they have been ill used. 
Last year when the protection question was 
in issue the Delano faction did not demand 
protection for themselves and free trade for 
others, bat were willing to “pool their is- 
sues”’ with the manufacturers of woolen 
goods and secure a tar.ff beneficial alike to 
the dear clothes men and the dear wool men. 
The New England manufacturers, however, 
showed no vigor or enthusiasm in assailing 
the Mills bill, which reduced their tariff pro- 
tection from 68 to 40 per cent, but really gave 
them a more than sans factory offset by free- 
listing raw wool. They refused to organize, 
protested that it was a presidential year, and 
insisted that they must vote according 
to party preferences and leave the 
wool tariff matter until it could be set 
tled “outside of polities.“ The election 
returns showed, however, that all through 
the woolen manufacturing districts of the 
east Cleveland and the free wool doctrine 
made heavy gains. If the manufacturers 
themselves were noncommittal and luke- 
warm their workmen swarmed to the polis 
and voted for Cleveland and to take protec- 
tion away from the flockmasters that the 
factories might get the advantage of cheaper 
raw material. No wonder after this experi- 
ence Delano and the dear wool men are 
threatening to turn tariff reformers them- 
selves as against the manufacturers and de- 
mand cheap free trade woolen goods. If 
they cannot get high rates on wool they are 
determined to have cheap clothes. They 
wart it understood they have been paying 
high prices for woolen goods only because 
they had protection on wool, and if there is 
to be a cheapening brocess through tariff 
reduction it must apply to both sides. 

The fight between the wool men and the 
woolen men will cause some queer complica- 
tions if it cannot be stopped. The Demo- 
cratic party bas committed itself to the doc- 
trine of cheapening goods without regard to 
the effect on wages or manufacturing indus- 
tries, ana it could not consistently deny the 
demand of the Delano faction for cheaper 
woolen goods. Yet in the manufacturing 
districts of the east the Democrats made 
heavy gains by favoring free wool and ap- 
parentiy reducing the tax on woolen goods, 
but in fact rearranging it so that the manu- 
facturers ‘and their workmen would be in 
better shape than before. The workmen un- 
derstood well enougũ that a reduction of the 
tariff on wooleus which would equal 
the amount of the repealed raw wool 
tax would be a benefit to their indus- 
try, and they enthusiastically favored that 
sort of free trade. But tariff reform which 
would not stop with freelisting raw wool, but 
which would threaten a repeal of the rates 
on manufactures of wool, would be another 
matter. The demand of the Delano action 
is strictly in line with the Democratic policy, 
butif the party should grant it how could it 
hold its recruitsin the manufacturing dis- 
tricts of the east? Will not the free wool 
workmen desert the Democracy if it declares 
for free woolens? On the otner hand, while 
it was supposed the Republican party had 
suffered ail the loss it could on account of 
maintaining the protective doctrine the De- 
lano ultra high protectionists are threatening 
to turn free traders for the sake of revenge 
on the New England woolen manufacturers! 
The situation is a curious one, indeed. 

THE RHODE ISLAND PORGY | PIRATES, 

The state of Rhode Island and Providence 
plantations are all torn up over the latestfde- 
velopments of the interstate war with the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts in the mat- 
ter of its right to seine menhaden in Buz- 
zard’s bay. Notwithstanding the seizure of 
two steauiers some time since by the Massa- 
chusetts state police, the Rhode Island 
‘* porgy pirates,“ as they are contemptuously 
called by the Massachusetts men, have boldly 
disputed the theory that Buzzard’s bay is a 
mare clausum and continued their fishing as 
openly as if they were on the high seas three 
miles from land. Their contemptuous con- 
duct has at last brought about an open rupt- 
ure of the cordial relations between the two 
states which may yet develop into sangui- 
nary naval warfare between the police boats 

of the one and the porgy pirates of the 
other on the broad bosom of Buzzard’s bay. 

One fine morning not long since word came 
to New Bedford that six of tne pirate steam- 
ers were scining menhaden in the bay, 
whereupon the catboat Dempsey’s Dream, 
with a dozen well armed state police snugly 
concealed in her cabin, ran out into the bay 
and found the pirates busy at their nefari- 
ous work. Selecting one of the steamers, 
the Joseph Church, all of whose crew but 
two were out in their dories attending to 
the seine, the Dempsey’s Dream with her 
solitary skipper ran up to her and upon the 
mean pretense of cesiring to purcbase bait 
came alongside and made fast. Thereupon 
the police appeared, swarmed on board the 
Church, and seized her in the name of the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts, When her 
captain and crew, twenty-eight in number, 
returned, they sounded a whistle of distress 
for the other steamers to come up 
and assist them in repelling the invaders. 
The pirates closed around, and at first sight 
it appeared as if the police would be sent 
incontinently to Davy Jones’ locker, but the 
show of arms intimidated them, and they 
soon turned about and put for Rhode Island, 
leaving the Church alone. The captain of the 
Dempsey’s Dream did not make the mistake 
of the captain ot the Rush in seizing the 
pirates singly and putting a prize crew of one 
aboard, with a Haggard novel to read, in 
which case he would either have beea fed to 
the menhaden or taken back to Rhode Islana. 
He put his whole crew on one, and stationing 
the captain of the Church at the wheel 
ordered him to make for New Bedford. The 
captain was ugly, however, and, it soon be- 
coming apparent that he was running her out 
to sea, he was putin irons and stowed away 
in the hoid. The Church was ther run Mito 
New Bedford ana her captain and crew soon 
found themselves in a Massacbusetts dun- 
geon, whence they will shortly be trans- 
terred to Barnstable for trial. 

Thus the matter stends at present, and 
meanwhile other porgy pirates are fitting out 
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tention is . 
their rights in what they ate is on open 
sea, with porgies free to all comers. Equally 
the Massachusetts authorities are 
to maintain their theory that buzzard’s bay 
is a mare clausum, and will capture the pirates 
or go to the bottom of Buzzard’s bay. The 
matter must finally be adjudicated in the 
federal courts, but the pirates are unwilling 
to lose a whole season’s fishing, awaiting 
the law’s delays, and their blood is up o- 
to the indignities that have been heaped 
mt one of their most promment men. 
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There is no telling, therefore, how soon the 


warfare may become generai and the two 
sovereign states be arrayed against each 
other for gore and guano. In such case it is 
evident that little Rhody cannot stand it 
long, though Buzzard’s bay will be ensan- 
guined, “making the green one red,” before 
she will surrender to her neighboring over- 
grown commonwealtn. It may even event- 
uate that Massachusetts may have to take 
the same course that the United States 
would be compelled to adopt in case the 
Canadian seal pirates should attack us in our 
mare clausum or offer violent resistance— 
namely: to take the state of Rhode Island 
and absorb her. It is to be hoped, however, 
that matters may not go so far, and that an 
outbreaking war may be averted, pending 
such time as Uncle Sam's courts may accu- 
rately define the status of Buzzard’s bay and 
the rights of the porgy pirates. 


THE LONDON STRIKE ENDED. 

The great strike of the London dock labor- 
ers is at an end, and the men, after having 
been out a month, will go back to work to- 
day. The demands which they made of the 
dock companies have been granted, though 
some of the concessions will not go into effect 
till the Ist of November. Not the leust im- 
portant of these are the change of contract 
into piece work and the provision that the 
men shall be paid directly by che companies 
fur what they do. No “sweater,’”’ no con- 
tractor, is to come between the men and the 
employers and take liberal toll of their scant 
wages. The next result of the strike will 
probably be that the government, local or 
imperial, will take charge of the dock pro- 
erty and run it after its own fashion. For 
years these inefficient, badly managed com- 
panies have stood between the London ship- 
owners and merchants and their traffic, and 
have made London the costliest port in the 


kingdom, and also the one where the condi- 


tion of the laborers was the worst. The 
oepreciation of five million dollars in the 
value of the various dock securities is what 
the mismanagement * the companies has 
cost them. 

One of the most . features of 
the strie was the absence of violence. The 
police court records for the month show less 
than a dozen cases of intimidation. Let the 
strikers were ignorant and hungry, When 
the New York longshoremen went out, afew 
years ago, there was frequent resort to 
force. As peacefula strike as that of the 
London dock laborers is a rarity in this coun- 
try. The good conduct of the men may be 
attributed in part to the exceedingly able 
leadership of those at the head of the move- 
ment, and in part to the fact that they were 
not organized, had never had any unlons, and 
did not possess that consciousness of strength 
which comes from the drill and discipline of 
a labor association. It was their first ex- 
perience at a strike, and they had not learned 
the methods of dealing with nonunion labor, 


80 familiar to millhands, brickmakers, saw- 


grinders, etc. Their next strike, should one 

come, may not be so milk- and-waterish. 
During the progress of the strike John 

Burns, the great leader of the men, spoke 


contemptuously of the organized labor of this 


country, asking it to send over fewer resolu- 
tions of sympathy and more shillings. That 


may make the labor men on this side the 


ocean a little sore, but there is one thing in 
which they would do well to copy the Lon- 
don agitator. Both he and his right hand 


man Tiilett are rigid total abstaivers. From 


the beginning to the end of the strike they 
were unwearied in urging the men to let 
liquor alone. As a result of their labors 1,200 
took the total abstinence pledge, and if they 
keep it will find their wages increased and 
their expenses lessened. It is not customary 
for the labor agitators of this city to beg the 
men who follow them to stop drinking, but 
if they were thus to advise the men it would 
be the best word they ever spoke to them. 
The Chicago orator always has a good deal 
to say about the rights of labor. Burns did 
not dwell much on that theme, but he begged 
the men to treat their wives and children 
decentiy and to lead virtuous, temperate 
lives. A little eloquence of that kind would 
not be amiss here. 

It will be seen that there are features con- 
nected with the London strike which are 
worth study on this side of the ocean.

TALK OF LONDON TOWN, 


Mr. Smalley’s Budget of Gossip—Things 
That Interest Londoners. 
[New York Tribune Cuble.] 
LonpDoN, Sept. 14.—The dock strike is prac- 
tically over. The mansién house committee 
of conciliation has already secured the ad- 


hesion of the dock companies and the. 


various men in their employ. Some other 
interests, the watermen, the lightermen, 
and certain wharfingers, remain to be act- 
tled with. 
at once. Others, including the laborers’ ad - 
vance from fivepence to sixpence, stand over 
till Nov. 4. Work at the docks has made 
more progress during the week, but the 
accumuletion of it requires now about 20,000 
hands. 

The strike hastaken a clear month out of 
the London export trade and costs nearly 
two million sterling to the riverside inter 
ests and a further million to the dock share 
and debenture holders. Another such strike 
would be fatal te London as a port, and the 
shipowners intend insisting that their inter- 
ests shall not depend upon cusual labor. 
Hereafter few of these men wiil be wanted, 
The regular laborers have now organized 
themselves intoavnion 18,000 strong. The 
strike has taught the same lesson to both 
parties in the struggle—namely: the neces- 
sity of union. Workingmen’s associations 
have received a distinct lft, and, while the 
employers have not yet reached the stage or 
combination, they are considering plans for 
a future arrangement. The shipowners will 
abandon the idea of new codperative docks. 
There are already more than sufficient for 
London. If the existing dock companies will 
allow rearrangements to meet the shipown- 
ers’ views the struggle between the ship- 
owners and the dock companies will not end 
with the labors of the mansion house com- 
mittee. The dock companies have lost much 
by not settling with their adversaries quick- 
ly, and they have had to concede all along 
the lines. Even the shipowners supported 
the laborers’ demands Yor increased pay, and 


in the early stage of the strike some of the. 


large firms contributed heavy subscriptions. 
Since last Saturday, when Messrs. Burns 
and Tillett disavowed the mansion house set- 
tlement for increased wages to begin next 
January, the strikers have had much less 
sympathy.;-The Australian subscriptions 
have virtually kept the men going during the 
last week. It is an interesting fact, and per- 
haps one full of importance to trade general- 
ly, the strikers should have cabled to the 
labor unions of Australia not to discharge 
the steamers arriving which were manned 
by » blackleg”’ firemen or loaded by black- 
leg”? labor. If the Australians act upon 
these requests the results will prove grave. 
It will be 
be possible by international combinations 
and would demand extraordinary meen 
from the shipowners. The latter might 
compelled to use Chinese or other foreign 
labor in London as well as in Australian 
rts. The Peninsular and Oriental company 
as for years employed several thousand 
lascars as sailors to work their fleet. Con- 


sidering that the dispute on this side was 


only between the laborers and the dock com- 

anies, and further that shipowners suffered 
— and yet sy thized with the labor- 
ers’ demands, the laborers are generally 


deemed to have acted unwisely in cabling to 


their Australian fellow workmen to cripple 
the shipowners. The result of this aspect 
of the question is looked for with great in- 
terest. 

CHAPLAN’S ADMISSION TO THE CABINET. 

Mr. Chaplin’s admission to the cabinet 
raises tne number of members to the un- 
precedented figure of seventeen, but it is 
commonly reported that the Duke of Rut- 
land will shortly retire. Mr. Chaplin would 
have held a cabinet office long ago but for 
several influences brought to bear upon Lord 
Salisbury when forming his government. 
Though he had served his party faithfully 
and weil Mr. Chaplin was not deemed a man 
of high political acumen, and his strongly 
pronounced protectionist views were gen- 
erally thought to be to his disadvantage for 
office. But he boldly adheres to them, as he 
has announced this week, though he will not, 
of course, act uvon them in office. Sir James 
Caird has been associated with him on the 
board oi agricuiture. This selection will 
sweeten the creation of this department to 
the liberals. In one respect the board have 
a useful field open for their labors—namely:

Rivalry Between the Factions Threatened 
Success for a Time, bat the Party Will 
Probably Be United from Now On—A 
Son of the Late Elijah Haines May Go 
to the Senate—Dan Dougherty Likely 
to Succeed Sunset Cox—lIowa Demo- 
crats Declare for Boies for Governor. 


Tacoma, W. T., Sept. 15.—(Special. |—The 
report of Henry C. Paine of Milwaukee to 
the Republican national committee that 
Washington territory was dangerous . 
was not altogether incorrect, though Repub- 
lican prospects are growing better hourly. 
Washington was made nominally Republican 
several years ago by the immigration from the 
northern and eastern states. Charlie Voor- 
hees carried the territory three years ago on 
the anti-railroad issue, with the aid of a con- 
siderable’ floating vote in Seattle, Tacoma, 
and other piaces which are ordinarily Repub- 
lican. 

Voorhees was aided by Republican rival- 
ries and dissensions having their center in 
the rather turbulent town of Seattle. These 
were abated and the railroad issue substan- 
tially eliminated last fall, when Allen was 
elected delegate over Voorhees by over 5,000 
majority. The voting population hus consid- 
erably increased since then, but the Repub- 
licans think they have more than held their 
own, and expect to elect their state ticket 
this year by a majority larger than that given 
for Allen. Each party has completed its 
nominations for the state, congressional, and 
legislative tickets, ana the campaiga is well 
under way. The two congressional candi- 
dates—John L. Wilson, Republican, and 
Thomas Griffiths, Democrat—are from che 


city of Spokane Falls. . 

Wilson is a son of the Indiana congress- 
man of that name, locally famous in the early 
days of the war, and isa bright and popular 
young man, reasonably clear of the dissen- 
sions that afflict the western side of the ter- 
ritory. His opponent isa rather lively stump- 
speaker, who was apparently nominated to 
make a “rattling ’ canvass. The Republican 
state ticket was not nominated without whole- 
some rivalries and a vigorous contest, in 
which the Seattle contingent took its usual 
active part, fighting gallantly to the last, 
and accepting defeat with an apparent good 
grace. The ticket is generally a strong one, 
though the candidate for lieutenant governor, 
nominated by an unfortunate combination, 
is said to be a poor selection. Knives are re- 
ported out for him in various parts of the 
territory. 

Ot all the political rivalries in Washington 
this year the senatorial contest was the Urst 
to begin and will be the last to end. . It has 
been exceedingly bitter on both sides of the 
mountains, which divide the new staté into 
two senatorial districts. The fightis hot ou 
tae east side, but cannot compare to the Re- 
publican senatorial complications on the west 
side. It is impossible to say that anybody is 
in the lead there. First, there is a contest 
between the two factions in Seattle, then a 
contest between Seattle and Tavoma, and 
finally a contest between the sound country 
and the rest of western Washington. 

Ex-Gov. Watson Squire of Seattle was the 
leading candidate for the western senator- 
ship until he was beaten in the legislative 
primaries by the candidates of the other local 
factions. This gives che control of the King 
county legislative delegaton toa shrewd and 
cunning group of Seattie politicians, whose 
most copspicuous figure is. John C. 
Haines. Haines is the son of the 
late Elijah Haines of Chicago, and 
is nearly as adroit a politician. He 
is the idol of the young Republicans of 
Seattle, but has not been successful in win- 
ning the contidence ot Republicans in other 
parts of theterritory. Some time ago Haines 
withdrew as a candidate for senator in favor 
of Judge J. P. Hoytof Seattle. The next 
thing he did was to secure the nomination of 
Hoyt to the supreme bench by the Repub- 
lican convention. This leaves the senatorial 
candidacy from Seattle open, and local look- 
ers on will, be surprised it he does not reap- 
pear as a candidate. 


Ss. S. COX'S SUCCESSOR IN CONGRESS. 


Daniel Dougherty Will Probably Be Se- 
lected by the Tammany Braves, 

New York, Sept. 15.—[Speviai.]—The 
death of S. 8. Cox, who was reélected to the 
Fifty-first Congress, necessitates a spe- 
ciai election in the Ninth district. The man 
whom the Tammany chieftains consider 
worthy to take the dead congressman’s place, 
and whom they could unite on, is Daniel 
Dougherty, who could have bad a congres- 
sional nomisation last year, but be had not 
resided in the vity and state long enough.

NEW MEXICO TO ASK FOR STATEHOOD 


The Convention Is Preparing a Constitu- 
tion to Present to Congress. 

Santa Fe, N. M., Sept. 15.—In the state 
constitutional conyention today the discus- 
sion on the article submitted by the commit- 
tee on tne judicial department. was con- 
tinued. The convention is pretty evenly di- 
vided on the chief question at issue, whicn 
is whether supreme judges shall be elected 
by the people or appointed by the Governor. 
It now looks as if there would be a com- 
promise whereby supreme court judges shall 
be first appointed and afterward elected 
every two years.

THE SUNDAY CLOSING QUESTION. 


Manifestations of Approval by the Con- 
Sregation at Certain Points of the Dis- 
course--The Speaker Attacks the Mayor 
and Calls on Citizens to Unite in the Sup- 
pression of Groggeries — Responsibility 
for the Existing Condition of Affairs. 


“The question arises: Who is responsible 
for this evil? I would not willingly do in- 
justice to any one, and especially to one who 
by the suffrages of the people holds the high 
position of mayor of Chicago; but it 
is high time he should de taught 
his duties in his case. He has 
taken a solemn oath to enforce both laws 
and ordinances, I ask you as citizens, has he 
done it! Has he attemptea to do it? Has he 
done it to the best of his ability? Have we 
not a right to expect that an oath of office 
shall be just as solemn and binding 
as apy other obligation? And what is 
the remedy? Let the mayor of this city be 
assured that he will be sustained in enforo- 
ing the laws as well as the ordinances. Let 
him take warning from the fact that a fail- 
ure in this respect has caused the retirement 
of his predecessor.”’ | 

The Rev. W. T. Meloy said all these warm 
things about Mayor Cregier in a sermon on 
Sunday closing preacned betore a large con- 
gregation at the United Presbyterian church, 
Paulina and Monroe streets, last evening. 

The congregation was evidently in strong 
Sympathy with the pastor, for several times 
& murmur of approval foilowed a particularly 
strong utterance in the discourse. 

“I talk to you tonight” said Mr. Meloy, ‘of 
an old offender who has persistently been 
trampling on the laws of both God and man. 
The older he gets the more defiant he be- 
becomes, the more lawless, the more inso- 
lent. His whole life is unchristian, immoral, 
unpatriotic, and un-American. He rules po- 
litical parties, takes possession of primaries, 
and holds the rod over the cowering shoul- 
ders of ¢ity officials. In Chicago he has 
the widest control, and the  respvonsi- 
bility of opposing him is not will 
ingly assumed by the two most 
powerful agencies that can be employed— 
the pulpit and the press. I need rot tell you 
that I refer to the saloon in Chicago, an in- 
stitution that in utter disregard of the laws 
of God and the state rests not a single day 
out of the 365 of the year. 

EVILS OF THE SALOON. 

The saloon is nota desirable neighbor to 
have near you. No man with a family he 
loves wants them to breatheits influence any 
day of the week. He knows that men are 
liable to become bestialized there, and that 
his wife and daughter may be insulted by 
these men. 

“Why is it when the merchant and the 
manufacturer close their business out of 
respect to the law of the Sabbath 
the saloonist throws his doors wide 
open and stands ready to sell 
moderate or immoderate drinkers every 
day of the year? His work does not have the 
plea of necessity or mercy, for this traffic 
tends directly to increase sickness and to 
turn thousands into the gutter dethroned of 
reason and intelligence, 

The murders that belong to the Sunday 
saloon have been enougtii to arouse the peo- 
ple to demand in tones and with a voice that 
cannot be mistaken, and that rulers will 
heed, the suppression of this monstrous en- 
gine of the devil. There is a point where 
toleration of such an evil becomes itself an 
evidence of disloyalty.” 

Mr. Meloy declared that, the Mayor was 
shifting responsibility by pieadmg that it 
was not his business any more than any oth- 
er man’s to close the saloons. The 
preacher said Mr. Cregier had sworn to 
enforce the stats laws as well as the ordi- 
nances, and the state laws were explicit in 
the matter of Sunday closing. The mayor, 
according to Mr. Meloy, had not enforced 
laws relating to the liquor traffic and attend- 
ant evils. 

CITIZENS SHOULD UNITR. 

„This,“ the minister went on, “is a prob- 
lem for the citizen. Here is a point 
where we can all come together. We are 
all interested in the material and moral 
welfare of Chica Her good name 4s our 
good name. Shall we sacredly maintain 
her good name? She asks for the 
world’s fair, and her citizens do not 
simply appoint committees to select a 
site but they reach forth their hands filled 
with offerings. Millions for the world’s fair! 
It is in the power of one man in Chicago to do 
more towards suppressing saloons than any 
millionaire in the city can do in this direc- 
tion. I ask in the name of the citizenship 
of Chicago that the mayor give for this 
cause the enforcement of the law, closing 
saloons on the Sabbath. 

The outlook is not discouraging. Al- 
ready the halfhearted are beginning to talk 
of compromise and of closing the saloons all 
day except possibly four hours—from 2 
o’clock to 6in the afternoon. But why lim- 
it it to four hours? Ik it is mght 
to yield to this for four hoursit is mght to 


yield to it for every hour of the twenty-four. 


If itis right to have it 400 feet and 6 inches 
from achurch or school it is right to have it 399 
feet and 6 inches from the same institution. 
here is no use in child’s play with this great 
evil. The Sunday saloon is a foe to the 
and good order of the city; it 
s the enemy of the home; it is 
doing business in disregard of the 
laws of the state of Illinois. It is a Sabbath 
breaker keeping open its doors in defiance of 
the law of God, and notwithstanding the 
earnest appeal tothe clergy to compromise 
we are not willing that this shall be done 
four hours every Sabbath. 

“Who is responsible? The lawbreaker 
who tramples on the laws of God and man; 
the press that apologizes for this wrong and 
attempts to ridicule those who protest against 
it; the citizen who does not demand an en- 
forcement of existing statütes; the 
city council which has failed 
to provide a sufficient ordinance the 
meaning of which could be well understood; 
the mayor who has solemnly sworn to en- 
force th laws and ordinances and 
yet shields himself behind 
erable pretext that he has no 
official responsibility to the state laws; the 
ministry of Christ who haye never uttered 
a word against this open and shameful 
profanation of the Sabbath day.”

BOURKE COCK RAN’S INGLORIOUS END. 


The Most Famous of American Steeple-- 


chasers Killed at Albany. 

Poor old Bourke Cockran deserved a better 
fate than that of last Tuesday at Albany, N. V.. 
while running in a trotting side show steeple- 
chase. He is buried where he fell, with a simple 
stone to mark the spot. It covers the most cele- 
brated and first steeplechaser America has ever 
known. 

Bourke Cockran was bred in 1878 by J. F. Red- 
man of Ruddell’s Mills. Ky., and was a son of 
War Dance, dam a mare by Solferino, second 


dam by Boston, third dan Brown Kitty's dam, 


by Tiger; fourth dam a quarter mare of unknowa 
Blood. He was first known as Churchill. He 
ran once at 2, and in 1881, as a 3-year-old, won 
four out of seventeen races. In 1882 he went east 
and won nine races out of forty-two. During this 
season W. C. Daly bought him and rechristened 
him Jim McGowan, and soon schooled him to 
Steeplechasing. In 1883 he won thirteen races 
and was ruled off atthe end of the season with 
his owner, at Washington, on ground of being 
pulled.“ In 1884 he became the property of 
Mayor Nolan, Pat Menuney buying him, and in 
the hew colors, under the name of Bourke Cock- 
ran, he was seven times a winner. In 1885 he 
won five. In 1886 he won six out of eight races. 
He now became such a terror that nothing would 
start with him; but his legs began to give way 
and be started twice in 1487 without success. 
Eastern steeplectasing has declined, which is 
well. Bourke Cockran may have been better 
than Diavolo and Trouble. He carried heavier 
weight and won. In the Trouble stakes and 
North American handicab at Saratoga in 1886 he 
carried 176 pounds and won. How much he could 
do was never known. His limit was not reached. 
The horse ran once as a 22-year-old, but as a 3- 
ear-old ran in all seventeen times, winning 
our, being then owned by Churchill & Co. In 
i882, when 4-years old. he was sold to W. C. Daly, 
and ran in all forty-two, winning nine. In 1883 
be was made a steeplechaser and ran in all that 
year thirty-one races, winning thirteen. In 1884 
he ran in eleven races, winning seven. He also 
ran in eleven races in 1885, winning five. In 1886 
he ran in eight, of which he won six, while in 
1887 he ran twice without winning. 


Heaviest Stakes in the West,

tion of added money to the big stakes of the 
meeting was discussed. That for the American 
Derby of 1891 was fixed at $10,000, for the Hyde 
Mark stakes of 1890 for 2-year-olds, 65.000. This 
will make the stakes the heaviest and most im- 
portant in the west and as rich as the eastern 
ones. 

Near the end of the meeting a new handica 
for 3-year-olds and upwards, with a large block 
of added money—about G. 000. will be run. 
Secretary Brewster will settle its conditions and 
distance, It will rank witb the eastern hanai- 
caps and add to the glory of Washington park.

£250,000 in Two Vears.“ has been issued in London. 
A cablegram says it is a mere record of foolish eu- 
travagances, and proves its author to have been one 
of the most gullible asses ever on earth. From a long 
time before he reached his majority he has been the 
prey of money-lenders, gamblers, and blacklegs of 
every description. While still underage he gave a 
note of £10,000 for £1,500 in cash, and one lender who 
held his notes for £30,000 had lent bim less than £500. 
He also owed one Sam Lewis, whom he called his 
beat friend, £35,000. which he paid the day he came of 
age. At his tirst horserace he lost £6,000, and during 
his first year his losses were as high as £5,200 and 
£5,000 per week. At cards he often lost as much as 
£16,000 to £17,000 per night at the Field club. and he 
once lost £10,000 playing a chemin de fer game while 
waiting for a train ten minutes. 

A discussion has taken place recently in En- 
gland and Scotland in regard to how good a man the 
tamous all around protessional athlete Donald Din- 
nie of Scotiand is. Dinnie has been in Australia 
for the last half a dosen years. George Davidson, an 
almost equally wellknown professional athlete in 
Scotland. writes that as be has competed in profes- 
sional sport in Great Britain, lreiand, and America 
for the last fifteen years he considers he knows 
Dinnie as well as any one. He says Dinnie in his day 
was the best all around athlete in any couutry, 
and that when Dinnie made his last trip to America, 
where he did not show to the advantage which his 
reputation called for, he was over 4 years old.

METEOROLOGICAL CONDITIONS 
VORABLE TO GRAIN AND CO 
— 
Warmer Weather Over the Corn and Cot- 
ton Region and Well Distributed Show- 
ers fn the Mississippi and Missouri Valleys 
—A Fair Yield of Tobacco—Weekly Bul- 
letin Showing Favorable Conditions to 
the Corn in Most of the Counties of 
Illinois, 


Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 15.—The follow- 
ing weather crop bulletin has been issued by 
the signal office: 

The week ending Sept. 14 has been warmer 
than usual over the corn and cotton ons and 
generally on the Atlantic coast, the daily excess 
of temperature in the central valleys ranging 
from 3° to 9°, while on the Atlantic coast about 
the normal temperature prevailed. It was cold- 
er than usual from Dakota westward tothe Pa- 
cific coast. 

The temperature for the season from Jan. 1 to 
Sept. 14 has been slightly lower than usual in the 
southern states and the Ohio valley, and warmer 
in New England, New York. Pennsyivania. and 
tne northwest, the greatest excess in tempera 


ture oceurring in Dakota ana the adjoining! 
states. Where the daily temperature has aver~ 


aged from ~° to 4° above the mean of previous. 


years. 

There has been less than the usual amount 
of rain during the week generaily through- 
out the principal agricultural districts, in- 
cluding the cotton and corn regions. 
An excess ot ruintall occurred on the 
Atlantic coast from Massachusetts southward 
to North Carolina, and excessive rains also oc- 
curred over limited areas in the northwest, in- 
cluding northern Missouri, eastern Kansas, east- 
ern Dakota, western Minnesota, and southeast- 
ern Iowa. In the remaining states of the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri vaihers well distributed 
showers are reported, while no rain occurred in 
the lower lake region, the Ohio valley, western 
Pennsylvania, lower Michigan, and over the 
greater portion of Tennessee and Mississippi. 
Only light showers are reported from the east 
and west portions of the cotton pegion. 1 

The raipfail for the season remains aporoxi- 
mately as reported in the previous bulletin. The 
cotton region and the principal corn states have 
been favored with over 80 per cent of the normal 
rainfall, while the region from lower Michigan 
southward over Ohio, eastern Kentucky, and 
centrai Tennessee has received less than 70 per 
cent of the usual rainfall. On the Pacific coast 
the seasonal rainfall in California exceeds 70 
per cent and in Oregon it amounts to about 50 
per cent of the normal. 

The weather during the week was especially 
favorable throughout tne corn belt. Cutting of 
corn is in progress and a large percentage of an 
excellent crop is now safe from frost. 

Recent rains placed the grounds in a favorable 
condition for plowing in the states of the Missis- 
sippi valley. but fall farm work is delayed in 
Michigan, Ohio, and Indiana, owing to the ab- 
sence of rain. 


CONDITION OF ILLINOIS CROPS. 


Weather Bulletin Issued from Springfield— 
Corn Nearly Matured in This State. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
IIlinois weather service, in codperation with 
the United States signal service, has issued 
the following weather crop bulletin for the 
week ending Sept. 14:

AGRICULTUKAL STATISTICS, 


Instructive Charts Prepared by the De- 
partment at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.— Mr. J. R. 
Dodge, statistician of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, has prepared a 
series of charts, preceded by brief letter- 
press description and bound, as an Album 
of Agricultural Statistics.“ 

The basis of each is a small map of the 
United States. Most of these charts illus- 
trate the result of the statistical work of 
the department, though the first and second 
show respectively the proportions by states 
of the elements ot the total land surface and 
of the more restricted farm area, and the 
sixteenth illustrates similarly the tenure of 
land by proprietors, tenants paying money 
rent, and tenants giving a share of produce 
in lieu of rent. In these the state differ- 
ences are by proportions rather than by 
areas or numbers. 

In the first group in corngrowing, com- 
prising states having more than 100 acres in 
maize in every 1,000 of the superficial! area are 
ten states—viz.: Iowa, with 219acres; Illinois, 
217r Delaware, 175; Indiana, 157; Missouri, 
149; Tennessee, 136; Kentucky, 128; Mary- 
land, 112; Kansas, 113; Ohio, 110. In the 
rate of yield of wheat the first group. 
with a ten year average of 16.6 bushels or 
more per acre, includes only the divisions of 
the Rocky mountain and Pacinc coast re-
